The recent deciaion of .ludge ItoK^, 


oiiKling 1200 settlers from their .homes 
on the West Side, has created iv marked 
sensation of :i very disagreeable nature 
among the pen-one interested. 


Frank II. Short, the attorney for a 


number of 
the 
settlers, was 
asked 


by a Kiin;tn.KMX reporter last night as 
lo the legal effect of the decision. 


"The effect of the decision is," he re- 


plied, "that in view of the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in a ease 
that was not of very great importance 
nor very thoroughly presented, Judge 
Ross has reversed the former deeisio 11 
and sustained the contention of Hie rail- 
road companv even after the lapse of 
the time in which they were to perfect 
their claim and select their lands. 


"Judge KOHS has once- or twice de- 


cided these eases, and in view of the 
last decision of the supreme court he 
has now ruled differently. 
"We will 


take these cases up before the United 
States court of appeals on a demurrer 
immediately, and we think it possible 
that the court will reverse the decision 
of .judge Koss and adhere lo the former 
decision. 


"In this ease the facts are suflicienlly 


similar to make it parallel with the eases 
already decided, and the great weight 
and preponderence of the previous de- 
cisions in favor of thesettlers are against 
the contention of the railroad company. 
It will probably be next winter before 
the appeal can be heard. Up to that 
time no further proceedings will be 
taken until the court passes upon the ap- 
peal. 


"There is no particular dispute as lo 


the facts. It JH simply a ipicstion of 
law. If the court of appeals decides 
against the railroad company the ease 
will be probably taken to the United 
States supreme court." 


What makes the decision savor HO 


much of rani; injustice, no matter what 
the law may he, is the fact that, many of 
these tracts of land were settled upon 
and United States patents obtained for 
them before the railroad company made 
its selection.

THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 


Arguments Concerning Its Proposed 


Location.

High school, building

School Trustee Hadsell was opposed to 


having both houses on the same block. 
The High school and grounds should be 
made a credit lo Hie city. 


School Trustees' Vincent and Ciim- 


mings were in favor of leaving the old 
building stand. 


The board decided to take.no definite 


action until Messrs. Church and Kden 
were present. 


The temporary High school building 


will be removed to the southwestern 
part of the city for the accommodation 
of children residing west of the railroad 
track and south of Chinatown. JSids for 
erecting a $12,000 house on north K 
street are being advertised for.
